They havo horn atiso- 
lutely casontial for Brent achiwve- 
mont . unparalleled in m short n 
period of bringinR under cutttvntion 
a vaat wildcrn<'Hs. of developing 
the mlncB. and other nniural rr- 
aourcoa of a continent and of de- 
veloping varied induMrJo.1 for 100,- 
000,000 people. Buti ni thin has now 
been in largo part done; the great 
need of the hour ia a better conserva- 
tion Ot . . . our riyo\irr.«>. In Hhor<, 
the time for «uperflrlal treatment of. 
a vaat Rcaln ha.^ lar^ely paneed, and 
IJte time baa como for the greater 
thoronghn«M of an older civilization 
"Wiedom consisi.s. not In glorying 
In onQ'a merits, hut in ruring onc'M 
defccti; and the great dofeet In 
American education haa been the lack 
of thorougbncM." The Europc«n pro- 
fMaional man is apt to hav« a wider 
knowledge and a broader foundation 
titan the American. i'rof. Mnurire 
Caullory, in hln reoenl book on iinl- 
reraitlee, in npeaking of englneorlng 
education, says: 

" 'The conditions of the training or 
the Weatem onginoer and tiia French 
colleague are vi>ry different. The lat 
ter has ce»lainly a very marked 
■uperiority in theorellcal Rclentl'ie 
Instruction. I am told. Indeed, that 
since the war has brought Into the 
Western Industrie* a f rather large 
number of our engineers, this fact is 
\i-oll recognised. There Is in th<- 
tinlled States nothing to compare 
with the preparation for o>ir com- 
petitive examinations for the Bcole 
rolytoohnique and the Ecole Centrale 
Th« first year students — the fresh- 
men — in the enKlneorIng Bchoon 
arc vory feebly t?<iu1pped.' On Ih.î 
other hand, ho sn.ve 'It ifl not lees true 
that the American engineer gives 
abundant proof of the combination 
of qualHtes which he needs.' He 
llion goes on to give an example from 
.Matin's Bulletin on Engineering Edu- 
cation to show that of the ifresTimen 
in 22 engineering nchools only about 
on»<thlrd could aolve a simple alge- 
braic equation. 

"As usnal, a number of causes no 
doubt contribute to the lack of thor- 
OUiihneeB In American education. 
One, obviously, la the briefncîR of 
'tfine spçnt in study. This Is nspccl- 
adly true In the younger years. Clill- 
dren begin late and go slo^'ly. sp- 
'parently on the theory that the Icbr 
coniclouB efforts a boy putR into the 
prooess of education the more rapidly 
will he proceed. Another ciusc is 
tbe constant insertion of new sub- 
^jaets which aire either not of a vory 
'fJMTere naturo or ought to be extra 
1' 'i^rrlcnluro activities, subjectt \vhich 
.are Inserted to the dlwplacïmrn'. of 
loore serious onci;. 
' "A third catue is the ahsencu of 
;^ ' '^Sorous standards. Last year a b'>y 
'Ijwpi a good high school not far from 
t!hé central part of the country offor<'d 
himself for the college entrance boar-1 
examinations. He was the valfvllcto- 
riàn of his class, and yet In five sub 
Jects — in all of which he had ob- 
tained a double A at scbool — bis 
marks were as follows: English 
literature, SO; Latin, 4 1: America i 
history. 37; ancient history, 30: 
plane geometry, .^3. In physics, In 
wj^ftb'lie had a B nt scbool — which 
lsj:^ir.auppose, an honor mark — his 
marK was only 28.

"The fallnro to maintain rigorouB 
standards may well be connected with 
the American systom of measurement 
by rredlLs Instead of by attainment. 
Courses, whether in school, in college 
or in any kind of education. Instead 
of being treated aa an end, should be 
regarded aa a meana, and à test in 
thnm should be, not a final award, 
but a mere measure of progress. At 
present the credit for a course in 
treated like a deposit in a savings 
bank, without a suspicion that thu 
deposit is not of gold that can hs 
drawn upon at it« face value, but of 
a perishable article. 

"There is an old saying In England 
that an educated man should have 
forgotten Greek. If the adage la true 
It Is not because the man has for- 
gotten Oreek, but because ho retained 
something worth while from having 
learned it. Lot me quote again Prof. 
Caullory. He says, 'One must not 
confound education and information. 
There is' In the American system, 
from the Intelloctnal point of view, 
too much of the second and too littJo 
of the first. . . .' 

"Can we measure what the boy or 
man Is or has become; can we nieas- 
urc him as he stands? It does not 
seem imposBlble. Yet most at our ex- 
aminations are adai)ted to ascertain 
little except knowledge, wiiich tends 
to promote mere cramming; .whereas 
the te^ts In tbe great school of active 
life depen't^' rather upon the abilit/ 
to use information. Surely examina- 
tions can be framed to measure not 
only liuowledgc but the ability to 
coonpnebénd and correlate what is. 
known. In short, to teat the grasp ot 
a subject as a whole. Such a gmsp 
renuires a more rigorous training la 
fundamentals tliaii wo arc in the 
habit of exacting. An uxamination 
of this kind would be not only a 
measure of that which we desire to 
ascertain, but it would tend also to 
(llrcci attention to a field of thought 
colleges ami ' of to smaJl Isolated fragmenté 



(lents will attempt tti acquire It. If 
they require merely a certain ajnouiit 
of misccllanoouH knowledge, that will 
be the aim of instruction; and if, as 
in many schools, there Is no examina- 
tiion at all, there Is naturally loss in- 
ducement to attain a very high stand- 
ard of any kind. 

"Tho mechanical practice of credit 
ot 'course is', I believe, the gravest 
defect In the American educational 
system, and we ought to strive for 
some method of general examinations 
testing the real grasp of a subject ai 
a whole. But if such examinationd 
are possible, it ia nevertheless cei^aln 
fhat- they demand a skill which can 
be acquired only by practice. 

"We need tests that will measure 
ability to use scholarly and specific 
knowledge. Anyone who attempts to 
Introduce cxaroiriatlons of this kind 
will 1)e disappointed at first, 'because 
the art has not yet been sufficiently 
developed. To use them effectively, 
we need to learn that the conduit of 
examinations is. as Important and
